Viewing the present trend of Ameiicun 
government not as social progres.s. buL (i;> 
retrogression from first principles, the ron- 
gressman points out lliat "The Magna 
the Petition of Rights and our own Declara- 
tion of Independence niarlt great cpoi-n.-. ui 
governmental history because their eiiecv 
was to decentralize governmental power ami 
move It back toward the people." 

There are two obvious Impediments at pre- 
sent to this dccentraUzitlloi} that Mr. .■^iifu- 
ners and many other Americans desire, j' lr.si. 
and most Imporlnnl Is ilic war. Some sort, 
of dictatorship Is necessary to neat ano ei- 
flclent military operation. The oilier is iiie 
flabby and growing liabll of nearly all 
governments of letting Washington oo me 
work and pay the bills. This, of cours 
been going on for 10 years and Is oniy in- 
cidentally related to the war. 

It takes a strong character to turn oowii 
freo drinks. And It tako.-i Just as nigKrii 
state electorate or government to InsI 
paying its own way. The decision Is a pure 
American one. It depends upon whether \ 
wish to follow the clear Intent of the ai 
of the Constitution, who delegated oniv 
relative handful of functions to the ci 
government. 

We are several degrees ott the path oi in 
Intent at present. If wo want to get bacK ' 
fihail have to make up our minds that, w 
or no War, we've got to lay of/ some oI the 
handouts and prepare to get down to the 
active, personal work of self-government. 



A FISCAL FAULK 

A friend dropped In at the office the other 
day with a proposition that was an Invitation 
to apoplexy. Glancing at a hen-tracked, 
eraser-smudged copy of Form 1040 on the 
desk, he delivered himself of this shocking 
pronouncement: - 

"It I had my way after the war, I should 
Institute a system of lax payment that would 
make Form 1040 look us simple as a money 
order application. Under my plan, every hid- 
den and property tax would be brought out 
Into the open. There would be a sales tax. 
The whole business of tax paying would be 
onerous and ever-present. It would be hid- 
eous. It would be Utopia. Probably It can't 
be done, hut It's worth dreaming about." 

After a moment he continued, and gradual- 
ly his listeners' pulse slowed down and their 
.laces resumed their normal pallor. 

"It's all right In wartime to make tax pay- 
ing as simple as possible. And I'm In favor 
of keeping the war-bill part of it simple after 
the war. But as lov the taxes that pay for 
running government, federal, state and local, 
paying for them ought to be like reaching 
for money in a pocketful of fl.sh hooks. 

"That Is the only way that the small tax- 
payer will learn to pay attention to the way 
his money Is being spent. Too many people 
used to say *I don't have to pay any taxes.' 
And they bellgvcd It. Well now, suppose a man 
today Is pafiiffe a war-frozen rent of ses 
R' month on his house or apartment. After 
the war it's raised to S75. Maybe ho squawks 
and cusses the landlord, and that's the end 
of It. But suppose his blU from the landlord 
today says 'Rent S50— Real estate tax, 515,' 
and after the war the rent's the same but 
the tax Is $25. You know he'd darned well do 
Bomethlng about It. 

"How would such a tax law be passed?" the 
friend went on. "Well, that I don't know — 
unless maybe a Inme-duck administration 
could got it through, and then get out of of- 
fice quick." 

After all. If there Is any silver lining to 
the present inclusive and necessary Income 
tax. It la ,the fact that the voter Is being 
mode Conscious of public spending. 

We hesitate to say it, but maybe it's a good 
thing. -
